Before that time the need for 
such troops could arise. And if 
it does, Mr. Eisenhower can 
send them without congression- 
al permission if he considers the 
national security in jeopardy. 

But since the Communist bear 
is dealing in Stalinist fashion 
with some security problems of 
its own, the need likely will not 
arise. Mr. Eisenhower will be 
able to give his whole time to 
the politics of the request, as it 
begins its journey through the 
congressional channels. 

He will receive what he asks, 
but ’ere he does he almost cer- 
tainly will think back rather 
wistfully on those lovely Indijan- 
summer days of the recent au- 
tumn, when he was a great po- 
litical harvest moon, pulling the 
tide of victory higher and higher 
each day. 


Those were the days when the 
President, in high good humor, 
and with no reason he knew to 
be otherwise, was dismissing 
the Middle East with a sentence 
or so. He spent some time in his 
speeches talking of the good 
news. Times were good. Wages 
were good. The economic out- 
look was good. And, he would 
say, “‘The news also is good 
from the Middle East.”’ 


No Good News 


Now, the news was not good. 
The Democrats were much 
nearer the truth. They were 
saying there was grave danger 
in the Middle East and that the 
administration policy of drift- 
and-hope-for-the-best was in 
large measure responsible. 


Indeed, some months before, 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson had pro- 


posed and argued very strenu- | 


ously that the solution was to 
place a United Nations force in 
the agitated areas and allow it 
to keep the peace. 

This, of course, is precisely 
what the WNisenhower, adminis- 
tration managed to do in the 
recent highly volatile days when 
the Russian volunteers were on 
the way .. . or waiting in the 
Syrian wirgs to go on stage. 

But the President’s proposal 
will be viewed the more search- 


ingly because many in the Con- |

Ironic Cream 


And, of course, the Middle 
East did blow up in the GOP 
faces and war flickered redly on 
the horizon. But the ironic 
cream of the jest was that all 
this seemed to redound to the 
political benefit of the admin- 
istration. If the people had, in- 
deed, heard the President say 
ali was well in that ancient 
sector of the world, they forgot 
it. It was at once obvious the 
President had been badly in- 
formed by men who didn’t know 
what they were talking about. 
(J.ater, his staff was not to know 
anything about the Anglo-French 
invasion). But so great was the 
popularity of the Presidentgand 
su profound the confidence in 
him, that the people seemed to 
turn to him to get them out of 
the predicament into which his 
administration had, in consid- 
erable measure, put them. 


Those senators and congress- 
men who were so condescend- 
ingly dismissea last autumn re- 
member all this. They will, 
therefore, look at this proposal, 
wondering if the President:now 
has, as he did not have in the 
fall, the right information. If 
he now is as wrong as a few 
months ago, they are saying, he 
does not need what Re asks. 

‘So they wil! debate the matter 
thoroughly. And that is a de- 
sirable and a good thing. 

But in the end; they wildl give 
tim what he asks because he is 
our President and we cannot let, 
him down. e.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 —The 
Senate’s Democratic and Republi- 
can leaders joined forces today to 
offer a ‘‘middle ground’ method 
of curbing filibusters, the legisla- 
tive talkathons. 

Sen. Lyndon Johnson of Texas, 
the Democratic chief, announced 
he would cosponsor a resolution 
drafted by Sen. Knowland of Cali- 
fornia, his GOP opposite number, 
to halt filibusters by a two-thirds 
vote of those senators present and 
voting. 

In order to limit debate under 
the present rules, 64 votes, two- 
thirds of the Senate’s full mem- 
bership, are required. ;

Georgia’s public and private 


utilities are asking to be repaid| 


for the relocation of their facilities forced by federal highway | 


projects. 

Ten representatives of the utili- 
ties asked the State Highway 
Board Wednesday to _ support 
legislation to make such reloca- 
tions part of regular highway 
construction costs. , 

Such a bill will be introduced 
in the new Legislature, which 
meets Monday, by Rep. Downing 
Musgrove of Clinch County and 
Sen.-Elect James S. Peters of 
Manchester. 

State Highway Chairman Roger 
Lawson told the group the board 
will ‘‘certainly give the matter 
our full consideration.’’ He prom- 
ised an answer within a week. 

At the present time, the state 
does pay for the cost of relocating 
utility facilities, such as power 
lines, when the highway right- 
of-way crosses the utility right- 
of-way. | 

But the state does not pay re- 
location cost when the utility 
is using the highway right-of-

“We were among the first to 
put our house in order’’ to keep 
racial separation after the U. S. 
Supreme Court began declaring 
enforced segregation unconstitu- 
tional, the governor said. 

“It is to the credit of all our 
citizens,’’ he said in his annual 
message to the assembly, ‘“‘that 
we have not been disturbed by 
serious outbreaks of violence.” 

He said he had no recommen- 
dations for further hold-the-segre- 
gation-line laws, such as were 
enacted by the past two sessions 
of the legislature. 

The governor hewed to the hold- 
the-line budget proposed earlier 
in the week by the state budget 
and control board he heads. It ap- 
proves a 10 per cent average pay 
increase for teachers and state 
employes. 


He asked the Legislature for 
legislation providing both for 
voluntary segregation and for 
pupil assignment authority based 
on any factor ‘‘material in the 


best interest of the particular 
child.’' 


KNOW NEEDS BFST 


He said his proposals would 
“allow the local school officials 
who are most familiar with the 
needs and wishes of their people 
to choose their own course ‘“‘in 
meeting problems raised by the 
U.S. Supreme Court ban on pub- 
lic school segregation. 


Clement listed six principles on 
which he based his plan: 


1. Its basic purpose ‘‘must be 
the preservation and promotion 
of peaceful and harmonious rela- 
tions between the races. Our new 
system must not deprive any 
minority group of its right to 
equal treatment but . . . must not 
inflict wrongs upon the majority.”’ 

2. It must ‘‘provide adequate 
education opportunities for all 
our children.’’ 


3. *‘We must give our people 
the opportunity of choosing with- 
out force or compulsion the 
course which best suits their 
needs or desires."’ 


4. It must leave the control 
of local affairs in the hands of 
local officials. 

5. Local officials ‘‘must have 
the fullest powers and descretion 
compatible with a democratic 
government.”’ 

6. The system must “provide 
those checks and balances ... 
essential to the prevention of 
arbitrary action. . .’’

Panel Votes 
Budget of 
$23 Million

The aldermanic board’s finance 
committee Wednesday night ap- 
proved a 1957 city finance sheet 
calling for an overall outlay of 
$23,200,490, including a current 
operational expense of $21,567,- 
378. 

For the first time in the mem- 
ory of observers the annual budg- 
et was approved at the first ses- 
sion of the committee. The new 
measure will be offered for 
adoption at the Jan. 21 session 
of the aldermanic board, Ald. 
Ralph Huie, committee chairman, 
said. 

When the committee convened, 
all but an estimated’ $140,000 had 
been tentatively allocated. Nearly 
a score of representatives of the 
public and city departmental 
chiefs appeared before the com- 
mittee to urge appropriations for 
their respective projects. 

The new finance sheet carries 
a two-step salary hike for more 
than 4,500 non-school employes 
and an eight per cent raise for 
department heads costing $1,221,- 
000 a year. It also provides some 
$3,000,000 in new equipment, ma- 
terials and supplies. 

Huie said it is one of the ‘‘best 
budgets we have ever made.”’

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Program for State 
Reflects Progress 


- Gov. Marvin Griffin yesterday un- 
folded his financial plans and problems 
to- editors of Georgia’s daily newspapers, 
who spent the morning at the Governor’s 
Mansion on invitation from the state’s 
chief executive. 


Overall, the administration’s program 
merits approval. It is only in some of the 
details that legitimate questions might be 
raised. An example would be the large in- 
crease in privately owned school buses as 
opposed to local or State School Board 
operation, which in other commonwealths 
has proved most satisfactory. 


In general, however, Gov. Griffin’s 
program in its broad outline appears to 
be a progressive one. Even with the over- 
riding racial problem in the field of edu- 
cation, it could be said that the state 
outlook warrants ,optimism. 

The governor’s program for the leg- 
islative session just ahead may be summed 
up in his sentence, “Let’s see what we 
can do with what we’ve got.” Certainly 
the administration cannot propose any 
new taxes and none will be. It may be said 
with equal emphasis there is no way to 
reduce taxes with demands, especially in 
education, still on the rise. 

The state’s economy shows a surprising 
health, reflected in returns to the state 
treasury. In so recent a time as Gov. 
Richard B. Russell’s administration, the 
state budget was only a little above 30 
million dollars. Even more recently, under 
Acting Gov. M. E. Thompson, the budget 
was well under 200 million. Last year, 
the state’s income was very close to 300 
million and the governor will propose 
expenditures of approximately that figure 
for the year ahead. 

Perhaps the most exciting progress is 
in the field of education, especially at the 
university system level, where real 
vision and planning are being revealed. 
The most thrilling development is the 
university science center at Athens, on 
which preliminary work already has 
begun. It will include construction of sev- 
eral magnificent buildings to house every 
field of science, including nuclear energy. 
The cost will be somewhere around 10 
million dollars and the money for this 
is at hand. 

If Georgia’s state administration and 
her people can keep cool heads and 
keep their feet on the ground in the face 
of the racial problem, which will be with 
us for some years to come, there is no 
reason why Georgia cannot continue slow 
but steady progress. 

With costs continuing to rise in all 
fields of government, what taxpayers 
want most are assurances that a dollar’s 
worth of services or improvements are 
received from each dollar spent.

To Curb Forest Fires 


The Georgia Forestry Commission has 
had to resort to a “last ditch” stand to 
curb the rash of wildfires that have been 
ravishing timberland in sections of south 
Georgia. 

Setting of outdoor fires has been 
banned in the First and Eighth Congres- 
sional Districts. No back fires can be set 
unless under direct supervision or per- 
mission of a state or federal forest offi- 
cer. Violators can be prosecuted. 

The stringent measure is a wise step, 
taken none too soon. Although tempo- 
rary in nature, it drives home the fact 
that stern measures are needed to keep 
mankind from destroying our natural 
resources. 

Carelessness has been a large factor 
in the burning of valuable timberland. 
If it takes stiff fines and jail sentences 
to cure it, let’s have them.

The State Department, usually de- 
scribed by the facetious in Washington 
as “foggy bottoms,” is to have a new 
building, one of the most elaborate in 
the nation’s capital city.

Ill-Timed, Ill-Advised 


Tentative moves by a few individuals 
to violate state laws requiring segrega- 
tion in public transportation were made 
yesterday in Atlanta. Happily at this writ- 
ing, the attempts had produced no inci- 
dents or disorder. They were carried out 
in the patterns set at Montgomery, which 
is one of passive resistance and nonvio- 
lence. 

These moves, nonetheless, are ill-timed 
and ill-advised. The Supreme Court of the 
United States has ruled on specific cases 
in states where suits have been brought 
that local and state laws are unconsti- 
tutional. But no suit has been filed in 
Georgia, either in the federal or state 
courts. Hence, Georgia’s laws remain in 
force. 

The legal course always is the proper 
one. Failure to use it opens the way for 
violence and,makes vulnerable the posi- 
tion of those who seek to move without it.

High School Driver Training Is Endorsed

Atlanta—During the coming ses- 
sion of the General Assembly a 
bill will be introduced requiring 
completion of a driver training 
course before anyone between ‘the 
ages of 16 and 18 can be issued 
a driver’s license. This bill further 
provides that the driver training 
course be made a part of the cur- 
riculum in all the high schools 
in Georgia. 

It has been found that in states 
where the driver training course 
is utilized in this manner acci- 
dents are 50 per cent fewer among 
the teen-age group than among the 
same age group given licenses 
to drive with no formal driving 
instruction.

I started the manipula- 
tions using considerable force and 
finished the job in about 20 min- 
utes, 

The boy did not move a single 
muscle in his body or his face or 
offer any resistance to the pro- 
cedure, which would have been ex- 
ceedingly painful with extreme ri- 
gidity of the muscles of the arm. 

I never performed a more satis- 
factory surgical procedure under 
any anesthetic and the results were 
perfect. 

I do not know why, but I did not 
report this case to the Fulton Coun- 
ty Medical Society. 

I believe I could have amputat- 
ed his arm just as successfully.

Martin Luther Book 
Inspires Better Life 


During the recent holidays I had time for some 
of the type reading that stretches one’s mind and 
lifts his soul. The book I dipped into was Martin | 
Luther’s ‘‘Table Talk.” One thinks of Luther as leading a revolt against 


the Roman Catholic Church, but the Reformation out of which the 
Protestant Church came was not so much a revolt as it was a devout 


spiritual movement. 

Luther not only possessed a bril- 
liant mind and stout-hearted cour- 
age; he aiso had deep piety which 
developed from his closeness to 
God. His thoughts ran deep but 
fortunately he could express his 
great thoughts in such simple lan- 
guage that any ordinary person 
can read and be inspired by his 
writings. His ‘‘Table Talk” is one 
of the spiritual classics. 

One of Luther’s first interests 
was the Holy Bible. So anxious 
was he for the people to be able 
to read it that he translated the 
entire Bible into German, their 
native tongue. His translation, also 
had a profound influence on the 
German language. 

He said, ‘“‘In a word, the Holy 
Scripture is the highest and best 
of books, abounding in comfort un- 
der all afflictions and trials. It 
teaches us to see, to feel, to grasp, 
and to comprehend faith, hope and 
charity far otherwise than mere 
human reason can; and when evil 
oppresses us, it teaches how these 
virtues throw light upon the dark- 
ness, and how, after this poor 
miserable existence of ours on 
earth, there is another and an 
eternal life.’’

Another comment of Luther 
which inspired me is this: ‘‘God 
alone, through His Word, instructs 
the heart, so that it may come to 


the serious knowledge how wicked 
it is, and corrupt the hostile to 
God. Alterwards God brings man 
to the knowledge of God, and how 
he may be freed from sin, and how 
after this miserable, evanescent 
world, he may obtain life ever- 
lasting. Human reason with all its 
wisdom can bring it no further 
than to instruct people how to live 
honestly and decently in the world, 
and how to keep house, build, etc., 
things learned from philosophy and 
heathenish books. But how they 
should learn to know God and His 
dear Son, Christ Jesus, and to be 
saved, this the Holy Ghost alone 
teaches through God's Word, for 
philosophy understands naught of 
divine matters.”’ 


As I read after a man like Lu- 
ther, I am inspired to pray, “O 
God, thank Thee for revealing to 
us Thy truth through one of Thy 
servants.

of trying to keep American newspapers from covering what's happen- 
ing in Red China with American correspondents. The official arguments 
for acting to block reporters’ travel to Red China simply do not make 
sense and never did make sense. What is more important is that the 
stated reasons for the policy do not go to the heart of the problem. 


The State Department has ex- 
plained that American news- 
papermen must not go to Red 
China to report because the Unit- 
ed States, since it does not recog- 
nize Red China, cannot guarantee 
their safety. Bosh. American re- 
porters do not expect the govern- 
ment to assure their safety. In 
war and peace they have covered 
the news to the riskful reaches of 
the world and are prepared to run 
all necessary dangers in the pur- 
suit of an enterprising and free 
press. 


The American press does not ask 
the government to ‘‘authorize’’ 
travel to Red China. It simply 
asks that the government not in- 
terpose itself between the press 
and its efforts to cover the news 
wherever it is. The newspapers do 
ask this much: that the govern- 
ment at least refrain from trying 
to punish American reporters who 
are willing to take the risks of get- 
ting the news beyond frontiers 
where the State Department does 
not want the American passport to 
extend. 

Already three American news- 
men have reached Peiping. They 
are Edmund Stevens, Moscow cor- 
respondent for Cowles Publica- 
tions, formerly with the Christian 
Science Monitor; Philip Harring- 
ton, photographer for Look Maga- 
zine, and William Worthy, repre- 
senting the Weekly Afro-American, 
published in Baltimore. Doesn't *it

WASHINGTON—You. have been informed in 
this column from time to time of the various steps 
by which the Eisenhower administration: has re-

It seems to me that the reasons 
for trying to prevent or punish 
‘American correspondents going to 
Red China to report are inade- 
quate and strained. There are, 
however, positive reasons why the 
government should not interpose 
itself in this manner. 

The value, prestige and credibil- 
ity of the American press around 
the world is its independence of 
the government. It is not only a 
free press, it is a private press, 
not government-supervised nor 
government-directed. 

When the U.S. government pre- 
sumes to tell American reporters 
where they can’t travel to report, 
on the ground that traveling there 
might have some bearing on diplo- 
matic negotiations, then it is act- 
ing to deprive the U.S. press of 
one of its most valuable attrib- 
utes—its independence of govern- 
ment—and is assuming to use the 
press as an instrument of govern- 
ment. 

I can't believe that the President 
wants it that way. It is bad for 
the press, bad for the government 
and bad for the American people 
because it restricts the flow of 
news.

Sir Anthony’s resignation in- 
volves thé resignation of the en- 
tire Conservative administration, 
although the other members of 
the government do not resign in- 
dividually. But by constitutional 
practice it is understood that their 
offices are at the disposal of the 
new prime minister. They will 
continue to hold office until 
Eden’s successor is chosen. 

The divisions that opened with- 
in the Conservative Party during 
the political conflict over Egyp- 
tian policy make choice of Sir 
Anthony’s successor extremely 
difficult for the party.

television committee report, 
which said, in effect, “‘We did 
pretty well on football TV, so 
let’s continue.’’ 


The Minnesota case was the 
first that had come up concern- 
ing an ineligible player in an 
NCAA team championship and 
produced the rather surprising 
revelation that the NCAA had no 
general policy concerning such a 
situation. That was corrected at 
a meeting last Aug@st, but mean- 
while the council was faced with 
the problem of what to do in this 
one instance. It decided to do 
nothing. 

The player was Bill Horning, 
Minnesota captain and star 
outfielder, from Watertown, 
8.D., who had signed a pro- 
fessional contract with the 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, club while 
still in high school. He wasn’t 
paid anything and didn’t play 


Washington, UCLA and Southern California. 


college baseball he didn’t tell 
university authorities about it. 


NCAA rules say that any play- 
er who even signs a pro contract 
isn’t an amateur and hence is in- 
eligible. The Horning case came 
to light after the NCAA tourna- 
ment last spring when runner-up 
Arizona protested, and touched 
off a lengthy investigation which 
also involved some other players. 

As a result the NCAA now has 
a policy which would deprive a 
team which uses an ineligible 
player of any championship or 
place in the tournament stand- 
ings it might win. Or in sports 
like track where athletes com- 
pete as individuals, the ineligible 
man’s own performances and 
contributions to team point totals 
will be rubbed out. 

The three Pacific Coast col- 
leges, now on probation and 
barred from participating in 
NCAA championships and coop- 
erating events for varying pe- 
riods, asked that their penalties 
be lightened in line with recent 
action by their own conference.

On Blood 


Pressure 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


Many persons are rated up or 
refused insurance because of high 


blood pressure. When this occurs, | § 


the individual is likely to rush 
to the family physician, who 
may disagree with the interpre- 
tation of the reading and cannot 
understand why his _ patient 
failed to pass. 


There are several explanations 
for this discrepancy in opinion. 
The majority of people feel at 
home when they visit their own 
physician, and since they are 
relaxed, their blood pressure is 
at its lowest level. 


The insurance examiner, on the 
other hand, usually is a stranger. 
In, addition, the applicant is tense 
because so much depends upon 
the outome of the examination. 


But this is only part of the 
story. The practicing physician 
is more liberal in his concept 
of what constitutes normal blood 
pressures. Drs. Arthur Master 
of New York and G. W. Pickering 
of England, who made an exten- 
sive study of blood pressure, 
found-a wide range of readings 
at all ages among healthy 
persons. 

The level tends to rise with 
advancing age so that the old 
rule of 100 plus your age is 
not far wrong. In younger people, 
the normal systolic pressure 
varies from 100 to 140, and after 
60, from 110 to 170. 


If these figures are accepted, 
millions of men and, women can 
forget their higher levels and 
live like normal humans again. | 

But insurance companies define | 
the figures more rigidly. Their 
actuaries claim that the life span 
is not as long when readings are 
higher than 150 systotic and 100 
diastolic. 


Their statistics are based on 
deaths and on evidence from 
practicing physicians on how 
individuals with higher read- 
ings feel and what the elevated 
pressure is doing to them. 


The physician is concerned 
when the pressure continues to 
rise despite treatment or remains 
at a high level with obvious dam- 
age to the heart and kidneys. 

The man or woman with low 
blood pressure may be just as 
worried as the one with hyperten- 
sion, This is unnecessary because 
low blood pressure is an asset 
rather than a liability. 

Many who reach a ripe old age 
have been blessed with this con- 
dition. In addition, they haye 
been active and capable of extra- 
ordinary physical effort. Some- 
thing should be done about hypo- 
tension only if it disturbs circula- 
tion to the brain, producing dizz 
hess or fainting.
